Ford Visits With Nixo 
LONG BEACH, Calif. TAP) — President 
Ford sat in a chair beside former President 
Richard M. Nixon’s hospital bed on Friday. 
“Did you have a goodnight?” Ford asked. 
“None of my nights are too good,” Nixon 
replied in a husky voice. His hair was mussed 
and his face was drawn. He was thinner than 
most people remember him. 
Nixon's passion while in office was foreign 
affairs, and Ford told him of plans in the near 
future for presidential trips to Japan, South 
Korea and the Soviet Union. 
He told Nixon — he called him Dick — of 


tours by Nixon's favorite, Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger, to the Soviet Union, 
India. Pakistan and Af ghanistan. 
The visit was a surprise to Nixon. Fearing 
any sustained excitement might be too much 
for their still seriously ill patient, doctors told 
Nixon that Ford was coming only minutes 
before the President walked through the door 
of Nixon's top-floor suite. 
It was the first meeting between the men 
since Nixon resigned the presidency Aug. 9, 
After the visit, Mrs. Nixon was heard by a 
Ford aide telling presidential physician 


William Lukash, who accompanied Ford to 
the hospital, that she thought the visit had 
been very good for her husband. 
“Be well,” Ford said as the meeting closed 
after eight minutes. 
He took Nixon's right hand in his and patted 
it. 
“It was very good of President Ford to 
come and see me,” Nixon said afterwards, 
adding, “It was really very thoughtful of 
President Ford to come to the hospital.'’

Unemployment Rate 
Jumps to 6 Per Cent 
WASHINGTON <AP) - 
The nation’s unemployment 
rate jumped to 6 per cenr in 
October for the first time in 
three years, emphasizing 
the economy's slide into 
recession. 
The Labor Department 
reported Friday that 5.5 
million 
Americans were 
without jobs last month. 
200.000 more than in Septem- 
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ber and an increase of 1.3 
million over the past year. 
The 
October 
unem­ 
ployment level — up from 5 8 
per cent in September—was 
the highest since a similar 6 
per cent rate in November 
1971 when the country was 
still trying to shrug off the 
1970 recession. The last time' 
the jobless rate was above 6 
per cent was in November 
1961. 
Coming 
just 
before 
Tuesday's elections, the 
figures were another blow to 
the Ford administration, 
already 
under 
from 
Democrats for its handling 
of the economy. 
Administralion economic 
advisers. 
who 
now 
acknowledge the current 
economic condition is likely 
to be judged a recession, 
predict unemployment will 
rise to 7 per cent by 
mid-1975.

include layoffs announced 
within the past two weeks, 
especially those in the auto 
industry — a fact noted by 
AFL-CK) President 'George

In Argentina 
Bomb Explodes on Cabin Cruiser; 
Kills Federal Police Chief, Wife 
BUENOS AIRES. Argentina (AP) — Argentina's 
federal police chief and his wife were killed Friday in 
an explosion that blew their cabin cruiser 30 feet out of 
the wfater in a plume of flare. 
No group immediately claimed responsibility for the 
spectacular death of Alberto Villar. Argentina's 
equivalent of the U.S. FBI director, but he was widely 
dreaded, even by his own men, for harsh tactics. The 
government said a bomb blew up the boat Four per­ 
sons were reported arrested 
In Corrientes. 560 miles north of Buenos Aires, a 
carload of terrorists submachine-gunned and seriously 
wounded another top police official and a young girl 


standing nearby, authorities reported. 
The violent death of Villar. 51, and his wife Elsa, and 
the attack on Hector Martinez in 'Corrientes posed a 
major new threat to President Isabel Peron’s govern­ 
ment. rocked by over 130 political killings since she 
took power on the death of her husband July 1. All 
federal police were put on full alert. 
Villar, who often carried a belt of hand grenades, 
was the first high government official tobe killed since 
the previous military government left office on May 25. 
Authorities said the explosion occurred at 11a m. 70 
yards off the jetty of the Astarsa Shipyards in Tigre. 20

WASHINGTON (AP - 
Two former executives of 
the nation’s largest dairy 
cooperative were sentenced 
to jail Friday, marking the 
first time in the Watergate 
scandals that prison terms 
have been imposed for 
illegal 
campaign 
con­ 
tributions. 
Harold S. Nelson and 
David L. Parr, formerly top 
leaders of Associated Milk 
Producers Inc.. were senten­ 
ced to three years in prison 
and fined $10.000 each. U.S. 
District Judge George L. 
Hart Jr.. then immediately 
suspended all but four mon­ 
ths of the prison terms 
Hart said he imposed the 
jail sentences to deter others 
from making illegal cor­ 
porate contributions. 
Hart also noted that a 
number of persons have 
been fined for making illegal 
donations 
and 
asked! 
Watergate prosecutors if 
candida tes who receive such 
gifts are also guilty of 
breaking the law. 
“Is there no violation by 
the donee?" Hart asked? 
"Some of these events are 
under active investigation." 
replied

Prosecutor John Sale He did 
not elaborate. 
Hart scheduled Nelson and 
Parr to begin serving their 
terms Nov. 8 at the federal 
prison compound in Mon­ 
tgomery, Ala.

Ford Visits With Nixon 


(Continued from Page One) 
Nixon wore a white hospital gown and his 
bed was elevated slightly. On a shelf above 
the bed were monitors attached to Nixon’s 
body and bottles for intravenous medication 
and feeding. 
A tube that had been run through Nixon’s 
nose into his stomach to drain off excessive 
fluids had been removed three hours before 
Ford's visit. Nixon’s physician, Dr. John C. 
Lungren, said it was no longer needed. 
Lungren said he had approved Ford’s visit 
because he thought it would boost Nixon's 
morale. Ford, in California for Republican 
campaign appearances, had been asked to 
come to the hospital by Mrs. Nixon. Lungren 
said that though Nixon was still listed in 
critical condition, “he is slowly and steadily 
improving.” 
Lungren said all internal bleeding had 
apparently stopped. Nixon has been in 
critical condition since Tuesday, when he 
went into almost fatal shock for three hours 
after phlebitis surgery triggered internal 
bleeding. 
But he added that there was still a chance of 
further hemorrhaging. Nixon has received 
many blood transfusions. 
The Ford-Nixon meeting was described by 
Ron Nessen, Ford's press secretary, and Ron 
Ziegler, former White House press secretary. 
They stood outside Nixon’s room during the 
session. Photographers and newsmen were 
kept away. 
Ford hugged and kissed Nixon's wife, Pat, 
and daughters Julie and Tricia, Nessen said, 
adding that Ford told the women, ‘‘It’s great 
to see you.” 
With his arms spread wide to embrace all 
three women, Ford walked to an empty 
hospital room on Nixon’s floor where they 
chatted for about five minutes before the 
President went to Nixon’s room, Nessen said. 
Ford talked with the three again as he left 
the floor. 
At a press conference outside Memorial 
Hospital Medical Center, Ford said Nixon, 61, 
was alert and showed “great strength” yet 
“it was obvious to me that he had been very, 
very ill.”

Democrat, lives in and 
represents a tough district, 
politically speaking. 
And as far as Democrats 
are concerned, voters in the 
155th Legislative District 
are an unpredictable lot. No 
one is more aware of it than 
Morris, who hit a highwater 
mark four years ago by 
being the first Democrat 
ever elected to any of 
Chester County’s five seats 
in the State House of 
Representatives. 
Before that the seat 
alw ays w as held by 
Republicans, and even now 
things aren't easy. 
Two years ago Morris 
barely squeeked by his 
Republican opponent during 
the General Election, and it 
took a recount to do it. The 
night the polls closed Morris 
was on the short end of the 
tally by one vote. 
The recount gave him a 
30-vote edge, and guaran­ 
teed a return to the marble 
hails of the capitol. 
A resident of Chester 
County for more than three 
decades. Morris is a lawyer 
who decided he'd rather 
make the laws than defend 
people against them.. 
He is a graduate of Har­ 
vard and the University of 
Pennsylvania Law School, 
and two years ago he and a 
com m ittee promoting his 
re-election spent more than 
$15.000 in that quest. 
Thus far in this campaign, 
according to the lawmaker's 
own figures, he's spent 
$3.000 and said he expects to 
spend another $2.000 before 
the voters go to the polls 
Tuesday. 
During World War II 
Morris was an officer in the 
Corps of Engineers. He was 
in the service five years, 
including 15 months in the 
European and Pacific 
Theaters of Operation. 
Two of the issues being 
p ro p o u n d ed by the 
lawmaker as he campaigns 
for a third term are inflation 
and taxation — and he's 
come out strongly against 
both. 
Conceding there's not 
much a state lawmaker can 
do to solve inflation, which 
must be attacked nationally, 
he feels the state can do its 
part, how ever, by exercising 
more fiscal responsibility by 
watching spending. 
And he's calling for 
creation of a state agency to 
act as a watchdog over spen­ 
ding — "a watchdog with 
teeth." he stressed. 
He co-sponsored such a 
bill in 1971. but like many 
Morris bills, it never passed. 
Morris lives in South 
Coventry Township, and he 
complained bitterly during 
his first term when the 
D em ocratic controlled 
Legislature reapportioned 
his district in a manner he 
b ran d ed “ gerrym an­ 
dering." 
The lawmaker said he 
opposes imposition of the 
Pennsylvania sales tax on 
purchase of basic com­ 
modities people need to get 
by. He also said he has 
opposed additional state 
taxes on gasoline. 
Surprisingly. Morris says 
he supports a proposal by a 
Republican lawmaker from 
Chester County . 
The proposal, submitted 
by State Senator John Stauf­ 
fer, Phoenixville, will shift 
the financing formula for 
school districts to an income 
tax. thereby eliminating the 
constantly rising tax burden 
on the elderly who own 
property but who live on 
fixed incomes. 
Morris is associated with 
the law firm of Cremers. 
Morris and Greenwood, is 
married and has seven 
children.

‘'P al. a 15 year old dog of indefinite breed, 
went to the grave yesterday with a funeral 
his m aster estim ated cost $1,000! After the 
funeral Schmitt said: 'Thai dog was my 
whole life!* ” 
That is what you would call “going to the 
dogs!" Dogs have many fine qualities and 
are m an's most popular pets. But when a 
m an's whole life is absorbed in a dog. for­ 
saking his human heritage, he begins to 
lead a dog's life! 
For years a young actor tried to win his 
rich aunt's affections by being nice to her 
dogs And when she died, sure enough, she 
mentioned him in her will. She left him the 
dogs! Puppy love is the beginning of a dog s 
life! 
Some people have gone to the dogs 
because they have a dog s eye view of the 
world!

At Pottstown's Hospital 


Just how far should the medical 
profession go to discourage smoking9 
Officials of the Reading Hospital see no 
reason why it should be permitted and 
this week they banned all smoking in 
patient areas. 
The ban extends to all patients, 
physicians, administrative and service 
personnel, volunteers and all visitors to 
the hospital. 
Smoking will be restricted to the lob­ 
bies, hospitality lounge, and various 
non-patient areas, 
A D V E R S E E F F E C T 
Hospital officials cited the adverse 
effect of smoking on health, con­ 
sideration for non-smokers and the 
obvious safety benefits of a non-smoking 
regulation for the ban. 
Officials of the Pottstown and Phoenix- 
ville Hospitals don't see the need to go 
that far however. 
Albert P. Pollick. president of the Pott­ 
stown Memorial Medical Center, said the 
idea has never been brought up either by 
the medical staff or the hospital board of 
directors. 


“We have room ventilation systems for 
each room," he said, “although most, 
hospitals have one or two systems for a 
whole floor. Consequently, smoking isn't 
as much of a problem here " 
P o llic k 
sa id 
occasio n ally a 
non-smoking, patient complains of being 
in a room with a smoking patient. “The 
non-smoking patient is always moved to 
another accommodation, which solves 
the problem," he said 
IN SOLARIUM 
Pollick said, smoking is permitted in 
the solarium and waiting rooms but is 
forbidden in closed areas such as 
elevators. 
, “ I don't think it’s much of a problem 
anyway," he said. “We've never had any 
complaints about it. ” 
Mrs. Jean Jeffries, a spokesman for 
the Phoenixville Hospital, said no 
smoking signs are posted in the patient 
area but admitted the rule isn’t, enforced, 
She noted, however, that nurses are not 
permitted to smoke. “I've never seen a 
doctor smoking in the patient area, 
either." she said. 


Grandma Nor Doctor Knows Cause 
Weather Is Wrongly Blamed 
By Common Cold Sufferers 


While sniffling from their 
m iserable colds, blowing 
raw, red. noses and gulping 
large doses of orange juice 
and Vitamin C capsules, 
many people blame the day 
the weather suddenly chan­ 
ges as the source of their 
misery, 
But blaming a cold on the 
fact you wore a heavy 
sweater on an unseasonably 
warm fall day or didn't wear 
w arm 
clo th in g on. an 
unusually cold day,, is 
nothing more than a beloved 
old wives' tale, according to 
a 
f o r m e r 
P o ttsto w n 
physician. 
DOESN'T KNOW 
‘• W eather may cause 
many different ailments and 
diseases, but medical scien­ 
ce doesn't know how yet." 
Dr. Thomas H... Powiok, 
Tem ple 
Ch u rc h Road, 
explained. 
Many statistical studies 
have been made, he noted, 
and as yet there is no 
st ati stic a. 1 ev i denee that 
weather has the slightest 
affect on colds. 
“A person can sit in a draft 
after a hot bath and will be 
no more likely to get a cold 
than, someone who takes 
very good care of himself,” 
Dr. Powick stated. 
And a child running out to 
play on a cold day without 
his coat Dr. Powick said he 
doesn't believe it makes the 
least bit of difference as far 
as colds are concerned. 
“ Everybody gets colds 
almost any old time,."" .he 
pointed out, “ and there are' 
waves of colds that come 
through.” 
The only way colds are 
related to weather, Dr. 
Powick said, is if weather 
and general atmospheric 
conditions are favorable to 
bringing viruses into the 
area. 
“ Co ld s 
c o me 
from 
v i r use s , ” he emphasized, 
“not from the wind." 


OLD BELIEF 
But despite what medical 
science proves in the future, 
people probably will hold 
onto the comfortable old 
belief that a sudden change 
in the weather causes colds, 
the doctor continued, 
“Grandma always says if 
her back aches, there’s a 
change in the weather," Dr. 
Powick pointed out, “butshe 
forgets that her back also 
aches when it’s cold 
And people still will cling 


to the belief that a cold star­ 
ted because someone opened 
a window' in church, letting 
that inevitable cold wind 
blow on the back of their 
necks, the doctor said. 


“ But there’s no proof of 
these things. Grandma can 
have her say and the learned, 
doctor can have his. But both, 
will be talking without any 
definite knowledge."

A number of Pottstown 
residents would like to 
acquire some of the leaves 
being 
g athe red in the 
borough's leaf collection for 
use in home gardens and 
yards. 
But because of the dif­ 
f i c u l t i e s 
i n v ol ve d in 
distributing the leaves, 
borough officials are trying 
to discourage requests for 
this service. 
An 
e s t i m a t e d 
60 
truckloads of leaves will be 
hauled away this fall, accor­ 
ding to Earl J. Case, Pott­ 
stown s director of public 
works. These could be used 
as fertilizer for gardens or to 
cover and protect soil during 
the winter months. 
Case said, however, the 
process of collection, which 
usually 
requi res three 
weeks, could take con­ 
siderably longer if workers 
had to give out leaves to 
residents or even, if people 
were permitted to take 
leaves from one of the 
borough's three dumping 
sites. 
“We had several requests 
and most people wrho want 
leaves only ask for one or 
two bags." Case said. “It 
would create difficulties at 
our dumping areas to have 
these people coming in and 
out to collect. It would ham­ 
per traffic flow in the area 
and perhaps tie up man 
power, 
'‘And to have our men 
deliver that small amount of 
leaves would be out of the 
question.” he continued 
“ That would slow things 
dow n 
t r e m e n d o u s l y . 
Besides, people who need 
only a small amount of

Miracle in Sea Water? 
A Little Help • Maybe 


For years. Dr. George 
Crane, a syndicated colum­ 
nist published daily in The 
Mercury, has been claiming 
that sea water can help cure 
or prevent many diseases 
ranging from arthritis to 
cancer. 
In a helpful little booklet 
(send 25 cents and a stam­ 
ped. self-addressed envelope 
in care of The Mercury i. Dr 
Crane explains his theory 
that taking a teaspoon of salt, 
water every day can insure 
people 
of getting the 
necessary trace elements 
they need. 
The medical, community 
doesn't think much of Dr. 
C r a n e ’s 
wonder water 
theory, but some local 
residents swear by it. 
P R O B A B L Y L A U G H 
“ Most 
people would 
probably laugh at it," admit­ 
ted Edward Gabuzda. South 
P l e a s a n t 
View Road, 
S a n a t o g a . 
‘ ‘ Mo s t 
professional, people 'think, it’s 
a farce But my wife and I 
take some sea water every 
day. It’s easy to take, it’s 
cheap, and there’s a lot of 
logic to it.” 
Gabuzda, who has a 
degree in chemistry, said he 
laughed at the idea. too. until 
his wife became badly 
arthritic several years ago. 
“It was so bad she had 
o p e r a t i o n 
f o r 
t h e 
i m p l a c e m e n t 
of two 
artificial hips,” he said. “It 
got worse and worse and we 
were at the point where we’d, 
try anything.” 
So, she tried Crane's sea 
water treatment. 
Medical science doesn't 
know the cause' of many 
■diseases, Crane notes, but. it 
does 
know 
that many 
diseases are caused by 
nutritional deficiencies. 
TRACE ELEMENTS 
Crane also notes that sea 
water contains many trace 


elements (44 in his view». 
Someday, Crane says, doc­ 
tors may learn that many 
other diseases are caused by 
deficiencies in the diet 
Thus, if people take sea 
water every day, their 
bodies can absorb any trace' 
elements they’re deficient 
in. 
Having a chemistry lab at 
his disposal, Gabuzda made 
some tests and discovered 
sea water does, indeed, have 
many trace elements. “I 
agreed with Dr. Crane that 
they 
might have some 
value," he said 
Gabuzda drove to the New 
Jersey shore and brought 
back about 8 gallons of sea 
water. Through a com­ 
p licated 
procedure of 
filtering the water through, 
paper towels and boiling it. 
Gabuzda concentrated the 
sea water into a very small 
amount. 
“ Every day, we sprinkle a 
small, amount of this concen­ 
trated sea water onto our 
food as seasoning ’ he said. 
Mrs. Gabuzda, who at one 
point was told she might 
.never walk again, has made 
a partial recovery since she 
began taking sea water and 
Gabuzda feels the sea water 
is at least partially respon­ 
sible. 
“ That isn’t, to say the 
medical 
treatment she 
received didn't help," he 
said. “ Whether it was the 
surgery or not I don’t know. 
“ But I do know she's 
feeling much better than she 
was a few years ago and 
she's walking again. ” 


S C O F F A T IT 
Gabuzda said, he never 
brought it up to his wife's 
doctors, however. “I guess 
they would scoff at it.” 
Dr. Howard Nields. a 
biochemist who heads the 
l aboratory 
for Wastex 


Industries, South Hanover 
Street, said he wouldn’t scoff 
at the idea.. 
But he wouldn't put much 
faith in it. either. 
“I'd like to know what I'm 
ingesting,” he said. “I'd put 
more - reliance in specific 
drugs for specific conditions 
rather than chug-a-lug on 
seawater." 
Dr. 
Nields noted that 
seawater does contain a vast 
amount, of trace chemicals. 
“I guess you shouldn’t scoff 
at it if it helps some people." 
he said. “There are still 
many unanswered questions 
in this area." 
But Dr. Nields said there’s 
no 
e v i d e n c e , 
to his 
knowledge, that sea water 
can do anything near what 
Dr.. Crane believes it can 'do. 
"I’d rely on. a specific 
diagnosis from my family 
doctor to see if a deficiency 
exists and to learn what 
should be taken if one does 
exist." he concluded.. 
Dr. 
Ross Schmidt, a 
pathologist, said Dr. Crane's 
theory doesn’t seem feasible 
to him. 
“ A couple of 
teaspoonfuls of sea. water 
every day isn’t going to hurt 
anybody,” he said, “but I 
don't think they'll do him 
any good, either.” 
G A R B A G E T H E O R Y 
“Dr.. Crane’s theory isgar- 
b a g e 
— 
wi thout any 
question," said Dr John 
Deviney, 1630 E High St., an 
internist and cardiologist. 
"In my clinical, setting, in 
m.v experience in .internal, 
medicine, Crane's theory 
that the general population 
is deficient in trace elements 
is just garbage.” 
“ Most Americans" diets 
contain an abundance of 
trace elements already.' 
Dr Deviney noted, “that's 
why we don’t take the 
trouble to identify the results 
of a clinical deficiency..""'

The 
only trick West took was a dub. 


West’s hopes of beating six 
diamonds at this table certainly 
were far more promising than 
those entertained by West .in 
doubling five diamonds at the 
previous table. He was of course 
unlucky to find that his K-1Q of 
trum ps 
were 
completely 
nullified by the presence of the 
ace of diamonds in the North 
hand rather than South’s. 


And he was furtherm ore 
unlucky to find that his A-J of 
spades and king of hearts were 
worthless' on defense, and that 
hits partner’s 5 points abo 
proved ineffectual. 


* So the East-West pair at the 
first table wound up gaining 590 
points on the deal when their 
North-South teammates at the 
second table brought home 1,540 
points by bidding and making a 
slam on 20 high-card points. 


Verily, bridge is a strange 
game.

NEW YORK - Shortly 
after the polls close on 
Tuesday, CBS News will 
'begin reporting on the win­ 
ners in the 35 governor and 
34 
S en ate 
races being 
decided throughout the coun­ 
try this year. These reports, 
in the form of CBS News 
estim ates which identify 
winners and their estimated, 
margins, will be broadcast 
long before the candidates 
begin to make their accep­ 
tance or consession speeches 
— in fact, long before the 
final count of actual votes is 
tallied. 
And 
no 
doubt 
the 
estimates will be “in the 
money.” Since it began its 
own election research in 
1968, CBS News has announ 
ced early estimates for some 
350 races, and each one of 
them was accurate. 
How is it done — and so 
quickly? It certainly isn’t 
majic. It’s not even good 
guessing. 
Take 
the 
science of 
p r o b a b i l i t y 
sampling, 
precise mathematical for­ 
mulas and criteria, add 
political 
expertise, com­ 
puters and lots of planning, 
and you come up with the 
CBS News estimate and 
analysis of how people are 
voting in a Senate or guber­ 
natorial contest. 
“There are many basic 
misconceptions about how- 
we make our estimates,’’ 
says Warren Mitofsky, CBS 
News Director of Survey and 
Data 
Services, who Is 
responsible for the planning 
and execution of election 
estimates and analysis. 
“To begin with, the CBS 
News estimate is not based

These sample precincts are 
not selected by any divine 
inspiration or by any degree

throughout an entire state, 
selected on a mathematical 
basis.”

throughout each of the 44 
states where voters will be' 
selecting a governor, a 
senator, or both. Overall. 
2.400 sam ple precincts, with 
a reporter assigned to each, 
will be studied bv CBS News 
on ELECTION* 74. (CBS 
N ew s 
w ill 
not provide 
estim ates of individual seats 
in the House of Represen­ 
tatives. 
It will have an 
'estimate of the number of 
seats won by each major 
party in each of the regions 
of the country. I 
After the polls close, the 
reporter assigned to each 
precinct obtains the vote 
tabulations as soon as they 
are available, and phones 
the results to CBS News elec­ 
tion headquarters. The vote 
returns are then fed into the 
computer. 
"By using these sample 
districts, we no longer have 
to wait for a complete count 
of the votes,” says Mitofsky. 
"We can now report our 
est imates earlier. 
"And we don't look at any 
‘typical’ precinct. What is 
important in determining 
our estim ates is the past 
voting behavior in our sam­ 
ple precincts. For example, 
we look carefully at the 
precincts in our sample that 
represents areas of past 
Democratic and Republican 
strength, plus re presen­ 
tation from areas which are 
evenly divided between the 
parties " 
A n ot her e lement which 
will be watched by Mitofsky 
and his staff for CBS News 
coverage of ELECTION 74 
will be the variability in 
voter turnout in each precin­ 
ct, which, he says, is an 
im portant factor in an 
off - ye a r e 1 e c lion. * * While 
there is usually a constant 
turnout in the suburbs, for 
example, there appears to 
be a greater fluctuation in 
th e 
l a r g e r cities, par­ 
ticularly in the less affluent 
sectors. We'll be watching 
lliisclosely." he adds.

O'Connor Prefers Better Wi 
Conditions 
Money is No Longer a Problem for 'Archie Bunker' 


LOS ANGELES (APi - 
Carroll O’Connor says it 
wasn't money that made 
him walk off "All in the 
Family.” 
O’Connor, whose weekly 
salary is between $25.000 and 
$35.000 a week — he won't 
give an exact figure — said 
he had reached a point 
where money w as no longer 
an issue. 
But he was w illing to risk 
his role as Archie Bunker to 
achieve what he wanted. 
What he wanted was a 
Mo n d a v-through-Fr iday 
work week instead of a Wed­ 
nesday-through-Tuesdav 
'week. 
.And at least 12 weeks oft 
during 
his 
regular 
24-week-a-year schedule. 
O'Connor was off the show 
for nearly three weeks in 
July because of a contract 
dispute 
with 
Tandean 
Productions, owners of the 
Popular CBS comedy show. 
In August, he was out 
again for three weeks, shut­ 
ting 
down 
production, 
because he would not cross a 
picket line set up by striking 
electricians. That, he said, 
was a matter of principle. 
"I must have seen 200-300 
newspaper clippings about 
the contract dispute and 


strike," said O’Connor. “I’d 
say 98 per cent of them took 
a hostile attitude toward me 
on both occasions. 
"They assumed it was 
money. Therefore, since I 
was making a lot of money I 
was 
wrong. 
They 
just 
assumed 
I wanted more 
money.” 
O'Connor, wearing a blue 
and 
white 
striped 
short-sleeve shirt, grey pan­ 
ts and tan suede shoes, sat at 
the desk in his office across 
the hall from where he had 
been rehearsing “All in the 
Family.” 
“Salary 
was 
not 
in 
question.” 
he 
said, 
“although I did want certain 
back money due me. I wan­ 
ted different working con­ 
ditions. 
“I 
wanted 
a 
Mon- 
d a y - t h r o u g h - F r i d a y 
schedule and 12 shows off a 
year. Tandem just, didn't 
want 
to 
change 
certain 
production practices and I 
wouldn’t work unless they 
did. 
" You get to a point where 
salary is no longer impor­ 
tant. You can only make so 
much and it can actually 
become a burden. 
He said the public does not 
realize that an actor is under 


a seven-year contract that 
gives all the options to the 
network or production com­ 
pany. 
"A network can drop a 
show at any time and not pay 
an actor. A production com­ 
pany can drop him from a 
show' and not pay him, 
"The actor is the only one 
who is bound,” he said. "So 
what does he do if he doesn’t 
like the show or doesn't get 
along with them? He either 
fights to get out or fights for 
conditions to make the show 
bearable. ” 
He quickly 
points out, 
however, that he doesn't 
mean that he doesn’t like 
being in "All in the Family.” 
He said. "People say I'm 
sick of the show. Sick of 
Archie. That's not true. He's 
a tremendous character. A 
character I created So whv 


should I be sick of him? 
“It 
offers 
infinite 
possibilities and it's always 
an acting challenge. 
“The 
only 
thing 
that 
disturbed me was why the 
producers were not willing 
to accommodate certain real 
needs of mine. Their refusal 
to accommodate these needs 
made me furious and made 
me want to leave.” 
First of all, O’Connor said 
he wanted a work, schedule 
that did not carry over the 
weekend. 
Because 
he 
rehearsed 
before 
the 
weekend and taped after, he 
said he could never get the 
show off his mind. 
His other major goal was 
for 12 weeks off a year. That 
meant he wrouid only be on 12 
shows a year 
“I felt they could, get by 
with me gone that much.” he 


said. "Or even it I was gone 
ail the time. If Norman Lear 
had carried out his threat to 
write me out of the show the 
series would have survived 
I 
think 
it. 
would 
have 
remained 
high 
in 
the 
ratings.” 
Lear is the man who adap­ 
ted the 
show 
from the 
English version. 


O'Connor said he wanted 
that much time off “because 
it’s very hard work. Very 
exhausting. When I asked 
for 12 weeks I was really 
hoping for eight. 
“I don’t need 12 shows off, 
but I sure need eight. I 
wound up with four shows 
off.” 
O’Connor, 
50. 
may be 
taking a tough stand, but he 
agrees 
that 
Archie 
is 
mellowing. 
“He’s mellowing because 
the kids are changing him," 
he said. “He shouts at them, 
but he listens to them.

The Weeders Guide

Many 
gardeners 
plant 
geraniums 
outdoors 
for 
long-lasting 
blooms 
to 
brighten their yards. Most of 
us let nature take its course, 
which means that frost will 
kill the geranium plants. 
Next season we buy new 
ones at a garden shop or 
start them from seed, which 
takes longer unless you start 
them under lights early. 
There are ways to carry 
geraniums through the win­ 
ter months, Those methods 
are bare root, potting the 
entire plant or through cut­ 
tings, 
The bare roots method re­ 
quires removing plants from 
the garden before the first 
frost in the autumn. Tie the 
plants in bundles and store 
them in a cellar or cool, 
moist 
area. 
The 
tem­ 
perature should be1 45 de­ 
grees 
or 
less 
and the 
humidity *80 per cent or 
higher. 
In potting the entire plant, 
remove some of the root 
system... Cut, the plant, back to 
six inches in height and 
place in a pot only large 
mough to hold the root 
system. Keep the pot in a 
sunny window and water and 
fertilize as needed. 
To propagate by cuttings, 
remove three or four-inch, 
terminal sections of stems 
and root them in turface. 


perlite, peat moss or sand. 
Water the cuttings as needed 
.and, 
once 
they 
are' 
well-rooted, transplant them 
to four-inch pots, place them 
in a sunny window' and water 
and fertilize when neces­ 
sary. 


Powdery Mildew 
If 
your 
cucurbits 
— 
cucumbers,

white powdery 
growth on the plant sur­ 
faces. particularly the upper 
surfaces % of 
leaves, 
it 
probably 
was ' powdery 
mildew.

probably were prematurely 
defoliated,

exposing 
fruits to sunlight and heat. 
“ Once 
the 
disease 
becomes severe, little can be 
done to control, it, according 
to Dr. Walter R. Stevenson, 
plant pathologist at Purdue 
University, 
He 
advises, 
chemical control at the first 
sign of the disease. Always 
use fungicides according to 
label instructions. 


African 
violets 
are a 
favorite of many indoor gar­ 
deners. Why not add one of 
its cousins, the gloxinia, long 
a popular potted plant for 
indoors or outdoors, 
You may have been dis­ 
couraged if your gift plant 
bloomed but the flowers 
withered 
and 
died. The 
reason probably was that the 


atmosphere wasn't moist or 
humid enough, with partial 
shade. 
The gloxinia is larger and 
more 
brilliant 
than the 
African violet. There are 
hybrid gloxinias available in 
a wide variety of colors and 
flower forms. 


If you want to grow your 
own. start with tubers in 
early spring, or late winter. 
Plant each tuber in a five-in­ 
ch pot, using a light soil mix­ 
ture. such as sand, peat and, 
soil. Plant the knob side 
upward. 
Set the pot in a 65-degree 
location and keep the soil 
moist. Move the pot to a. 
bright location when sprouts 
appear. 
Generally 
one 
sprout is allowed to grow in 
each pot. 
Using a dilute soluble fer­ 
tilizer. apply once weekly 
and 
keep 
the 
plant 
well-watered to discourage 
bud blast. Maintain high 
humidity. Gloxinias do well 
in artificial light. After it 
flowers, decrease the water 
and induce dormancy. 


Shortly after killing frost, 
cut off dahlia tops and on a 
clear day — which will help 
the roots dry in the sun — dig 
up the roots and store them 
in a cool cellar or garage at 
40 to 50 degree temperature. 
Keep them from drying out 
during the winter.

Why doesn’t the United 
States have a photographer 
laureate? 
He — or she — would be 
appointed by the President 
for one year to record a facet 
of American life of his or her 
own 
choosing, 
The post 
would 
offer 
a 
dignified 
salary plus per diem expen­ 
ses for travel and the incum­ 
bent would be free to follow 
his vision wherever it led: to 
national parks, rural towns, 
crowded ghettos or sub- 
urbias, All 
photographs 
would 
belong 
to 
the 
American people and all 
negatives would go to the 
Library of Congress. 
That is 
the 
intriguing 
thought 
advanced 
by 
William Stott in the 1975 
Photography 
Annual, the 
magazine published by Ziff- 
Davis. N Y. ($1.95). 
Stott. 
an 
assistant 
professor 
of 
American 
studies at the University of 
Texas 
at 
Austin, 
first 
proposed the idea in the 
February issue of Harper’s 
Magazine. The idea, like rip­ 
ples in a pond, is spreading 
around. 
He notes there has been no 
systematic effort — with one 
notable 
exception — to 
photog r a p h i c a 11 y 
document 
the 
changing 
appearance of America for 
the future, 
The exception was the 
Farm 
Security 
Administration project in 
1935 to document the Depres­ 
sion period, by a group of 
photographers under Roy 
Stryker. 
They 
traveled 
America's back roads for 
seven years photographing 
rural and small-town life, 
particularly 
the 
hard-hit 
poor, and left an archive of 
270,000 photos now in the Li­ 
brary of Congress . 
The project ended with the 
start of World War II but the 
skill and dedication of FSA 
photographers were firmly 
stablished and have been 
recognized 
ever 
since. 
Among the photographers 
are Walker Evans. Dorothea 
Lange. 
Arthur Rothsteih, 
Russell Lea, Carl My dens. 
John Vachon and Ben Shahn. 
The 
pictures 
they 
produced are public proper­ 
ty for reference, study and 
use by scholars and writers 
doing research on America’s 
agonizing interlude during 
the 1930s. 


Stott also notes the current 
“Documeriea” project of the 
Environmental 
Protection 
Agency but this is a record 
limited to man s relation to 
the Amer ican landscape. 
He suggests there would 


be great historical value in a 
continuing small archive of 
good American photographs 
open 
to 
public 
use. 
rigorously maintained and 
steadily 
added 
to, 
by 
establishment of an official 
photographer laureate. 
Since the position is for 
one year only, the America 
that one laureate preserves 
for posterity would no doubt 
be

another laureate's America.

postcards as well as the cus­ 
tomary yearly “selection of 
the 
world’s 
finest 
photographs compiled by the 
editors 
of 
Popular 
Photography.” This issue 
contains 205 choices but 
perhaps you'll wonder, as I 
do, how some of the chosen 
merit that recognition. 
I'm going to focus, as an 
example, on the opening 
photo in Ralph Gibson’s por­ 
tfolio. 
If I were to cut someone's 
head off at the chin leaving 
an upper body in a white 
shirt with amputated arms, 
I’d call it a goof and throw it 
away. 
However, 
if 
the 
photographer has a cult, 
here is how that picture is 
justified and included as 
“one of the world's finest 
photographs.” 
“Gibson is a photographer 
of states of mind, rather 
than of subject matter. His 
states of mind are not 
always easily accessible, but 
his images are uniformly 
fascinating 
and executed 
with consummate crafts­ 
manship.” 
The state of mind of this 
particular subject certainly 
was not easily accessible 
since it was cut off. My state 
of mind as a viewer is one of 
wonder: “I wonder why he 
took it? I wonder why it was 
selected?” It didn't emit any 
fascinating vibrations and 1 
couldn't even appreciate the 
consummate craftsmanship. 
It was just a case of very bad

Fathers, D aughters, and the Lessons of Love: 
A Last Interview With Jacqueline Susan 11 


“My father raised his hand to hit me just once.... As his hand went 
up, I said, ‘Oh, you wouldn’t hit a woman/ And that was that.’1 


This is Jacqueline Susann, the late 


authoress, talking frankly to F a m ily 
W e e k ly in one of the last interviews 
before her death. She is talking about 
fathers and daughters. (Her best­ 
selling novel, “Once Is Not Enough,” 
has as its heroine a girl named Janu­ 
ary, who, among other problems, has 
a raging father complex.) 


"■“1 ugene O’Neill. There he was, an 
exciting, famous, good-looking 
J L i 
man. A genius for whom nothing 
mattered except his talent. And there 
was his daughter Oona, who never got 
any attention from him. 
“It was only natural that when Oona 
married, she married her father in the 
person of Charlie Chaplin, a man as old 
as her father, as important in his own 


way, as much of a genius. Then she 
could go like that”—Jackie snapped her 
ingers in the air—“to her father. It’s her 
way of telling her father, ‘You never no­ 
ticed me, but I can make this man want 
me and love me.’ The whole idea is to 
show the father what he has missed by 
ignoring his daughter. 
“Sometimes a girl tries to become her 
father,” she continued. ‘Take John Bar­ 
rymore’s daughter. Diana drank herself 
to death trying to be like John. Errol 
Flynn’s children watched his adventures, 
on and off screen. The son became a war 
correspondent and was lost in Vietnam; 
the daughter became a stunt flyer.” 


Other daughters seek out their fathers’ 
opposites. “In my book, January could 
have gone that way. She saw the pain of 
her mother’s marriage, but she didn’t 
understand it. Sometimes, though, the 
daughter of a famous or successful man 
will marry a man that nobody else wants, 
so that she won’t have her mother’s prob­ 
lems. She wants the security of a man 
nobody will try to take away from her.” 
Jackie went on to talk of a famous 
daughter who grew up at the same time 
and in the same place, she did. “Grace 
Kelly had to marry a prince,” she in­ 
sisted. “Her father and mine were great 
friends 
in Philadelphia. 
Jack Kelly 


looked like a redheaded Clark Gable. 
My father, Robert Susann, looked like 
Rudolph Valentino. When those two 
men walked into a restaurant for lunch, 
they were really smashers. 
“Her father was so handsome. How 
could Grace top it? There was the real 
Clark Gable, but he was married—and 
divorced. Not suitable for a good Cath­ 
olic daughter. So where else could she 
find a man as handsome, as exciting, as 
her father? It had to be a prince like 
Rainier.” 
What about Jackie herself? When she 
married, it was to an older man, Irving 
Mansfield. Her book is dedicated ‘To 
Robert Susann, who would understand.” 
The character of January’s father was 
frankly based on the father whose name

still brought a special shine to 
Jackie’s eyes. 
“I never wanted to marry 
anyone like my father because 
I didn’t think there could be. 

As 
she talked about her childhood, 
she touched on some of the 
things that make for a healthy, 
rather than an unhealthy, rela­ 
tionship between father and 
daughter. 
She began w ith a good 
marriage between father and 
mother.

W hy Do a Few Football Coaches 
Always Hatch the Winn ¡nicest Teams? 


“Today, you can’t even consider a boy for a line position 
unless he weighs at least 225 pounds.

t’s no coincidence that year in and 
year out some football teams always 
do well. The coaches of four such 
teams—Ara Parseghian of Notre Dame, 
Paul “Bear” Bryant of Alabama, Don 
Shula of the two-time Super Bowl cham­ 
pion Miami Dolphins, and Chuck Knox 
of the Los Angeles Rams—talked to 


F a m il y W e e k l y about the secrets that 
have spelled success for them. 
The statements from these successful 
football coaches serve as a guide to win­ 
ning grid programs everywhere. All four 
men were quick to credit the outstanding 
players who have performed on the field 
for than, but the fact remains that these 
four coaches have been able to attract 
more talented football players than most 
of their colleagues. 
But let them tell you about it. 


PAUL“BEAR” BRYANT, 
University of Alabama 
In his 16 seasons as head coach at 
led the Crimson 
Tide to 140 vic­ 
tories, against 
only 31 defeats 
and eight ties. 
His 
1961 
and 
1966 
squads 
were unbeaten. 
Bryant was also 
head coach at 
Kentucky and 
Texas A&M. 


“Prep Stars Become 
Our Substitutes 
” 
“The players today are much bigger 
and faster than when I began coaching. 
Our 1961 team was voted Number One 
in the country. It was a great team, but 
it had only one lineman who weighed 
more than 200 pounds. That team prob­ 
ably wouldn’t be successful today, al­ 
though it was one of the best I’ve had as 
far as executing properly was concerned. 
The athletes on that team worked very 
hard at developing the right timing and 
all the other things they had to know. 
“These are the kind of people we try to 
recruit into our football program each 
year. We don’t look just at a boy’s foot­ 
ball record in high school. We talk to Ms 
coach and his pastor and other people 
who know him, to find out the kind of 


character he has. Not everybody who 
plays college football wants to prepare 
for a career in professional football. 
Many times a boy wants to play football 
for us in order to develop himself into a 
better person for the outside world after 
college. We recruit boys who have a 
strong desire to play football and who 
are willing to make the sacrifices neces­ 
sary to play. 
“One reason a boy will come to Ala­ 
bama to play football is that I get more 
different players into the lineup at one 
time or another during a season than 
maybe any other coach in major college 
football, The reason 1 use so many play­ 
ers is that if a boy is willing to come to 
Alabama to play football, is willing to 
work hard to play here against the high 
odds that he’ll become a regular starter, 
I won’t deprive him of a chance to see 
at least some action. We’ve brought in 
boys who were stars in their high school 
but who became only substitutes on our 
team. They could have gone somewhere 
else and been first string, but they wanted 
exposure to our program at Alabama. 
“I think a coach must help fill the 
communications gap that exists today be­ 
tween parents and children. It seems the 
average time a father spends with his son 
nowadays is five minutes a day. A college 
coach can’t be successful if he can’t talk 
to his players like a father. This is getting 
more difficult in major college football 
because the coaching staffs and the per­ 
sonnel rosters have gotten bigger and 
bigger, and personal contact between 
player and coach has become more rare. 
Still, it’s as important as ever for there to 
be some of this type of one-to-one rela­ 
tionship.” 


ARA PARSEGHIAN, 
Notre Dame 
Parseghian marked his tenth year 
as coach of The Fighting Irish last sea­ 
son by leading 
his squad to the 
national champi­ 
onship with a 24- 
23 victory over 
Alabama in the 
Sugar Bowl on 
New Year’s Eve. 
Notre Dame won 
all 11 games in 
1973, 
the 
first 
time a Notre 
Dame squad has gone unbeaten since 
1949. Parseghian’s coaching record at 
Notre Dame is 85 victories, 15 defeats 
and four ties. 


“You Can’t Win if the 
School Won’t Let You” 
“We don’t have a beautiful campus or 
a great climate to offer prospective play­ 
ers, as they have at some other schools. 
But we do offer them a full commitment, 
both athletically and academically, on 
the part of the school administration. In 
almost every case around the country, a 
successful football program begins with 
an administration’s willingness to help 
build a strong program. A coach can be 
the best in America, but he won’t be able 
to do well if he’s handicapped in building 
his team. The school’s commitment has 
to be there. And this is certainly the case 
at Notre Dame. 
“Changes in personnel, strategy and a 
lot of other things connected with college 
football have made it necessary fo^ 
coaches to change too. You just can’t 
stand still in coaching. Football is more 
multi-faceted than ever. I suppose all 


coaches down through the years have 
had to cope with what was available at 
the time. When Knute Rockne had his 
great teams at Notre Dame in the 1920’s, 
the guards weighed between 165 and 170 
pounds and the tackles weighed no more 
than 185 pounds. Today, you can’t ever 
consider a boy for a line position unless 
he weighs at least 225 pounds. The backs 
usually begin at 190 pounds, and many 
college backfields now average 197-198 
pounds per man. 
“Our reputation for keeping player 
morale high has helped us recruit new 
men each year. Building morale is one of 
the most important functions of a coach. 
We take into consideration the fact that 
a young man can undergo many changes 
between the ages of 18 and 22. A good 
coach keeps morale high if he keeps in 
mind that his players are boys growing 
into men, and they have to be treated 
differently' as they go along,” 


DON SHULA, Miami Dolphins 
Shu la’s 12-year coaching record in 
the National Football League—1963- 
1969 with the 
Baltimore Colts 
and 1970 to now 
with Miami — is 
the m o st suc­ 
cessful of any 
pro coach in his­ 
tory. In regular- 
season play, 
Shula’s teams 
have won 117 
games, lost 32 
and tied five—an average of 10.6 vic­ 
tories per season. 


“Today's Players Ask 
More Why’ Questions” 
“The biggest change in football over 
the past few years is in the players’ atti­ 
tude toward football. The players ask 
more questions now than they did when 
I began coaching — especially the ‘why’ 
questions. I can understand it. But the 
increase in questions from players doesn’t 
mean that discipline is decreasing. Play­ 
ing football still requires a tremendous 
amount of menial and physical disci­ 
pline, and a guy wouldn’t make it to the 
pros in the first place if he hadn’t already 
accepted that long ago. 
“The key to successful football, as it 
has been for many years, is in blocking

“In pro football, unlike college ball, we can’t 
go out and recruit the players we want; we have 
to live within the rules of the draft. For the most 
part, we look for versatility in a player. A line­ 
man we draft should not only be strong, but also 
quick on his feet.
